However* all wc emild da could not 
enable ns to metd mn^ noi'iiial ex- 
t)ciidinir'(‘S with j)cr ca]>ita pay- 
incnl let aloiu' (‘Xjumd mil' activi- 
ties, Tile only way that we liavc 
been able to keep our oj'gaiu^ation 
running on an even keel fiiiancially 


has been liy virtue of our iniJiatiim 
fees and by eimvershm of all money 
in onr (Convention Fund, over and 
alMive Jf?l,2o0*000 as provided by 
referendum proposal of May Itirio. 
Ih r eiqnta would not do it* 

It is true that we have a reserve 
fund. However, for the si7c td' our 
organixatioii and tiie demands 
nnuie np<»n it. fliis reserve (ai»ftroxi- 
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nuitelr $5 million) h iimdequatc. 
If faeed with any fiituiT emergen* 
c'ios tliis roHt'T^ve would hn wiped 
(*ut in n mailer of wetjks. As cmr 
Kxocmtivo Cmineil ]iuinted oiit in 
its statement on the roreretidunq 
is only ^ihkI business sense'' lo 
prefxare for enierj^cneies. At the 
present time when we are in the 
midst of a period of full ciii ploy- 
men t and mood wa^es, we slioiild 
he preparing for 1lia1 inevitable 
“rainy'" day. 

We si ion Id like io point ovil tlial 
while mir revenue from individual 
iiuanl)ers has iK)t been iiievi'ased in 
nearly 40 years, mir t‘X[jensos have 
mounted steadily. We feel suit 
that the K is one of the few 
Memmcnts of the Ainerieaii seeiH! 
wlik'h fias not had a nTornpense for 
rising “ eosl-oMiving. ’ ' However, 
eost of (qau'atium our Brotherho<al 
has iKrii alTeeted l»y eontitmoiis 
eosl-of-!iving inereases tile same as 
every ot her Mrm or Imnsehold. 


Our Kepresentativos should re- 
ceive more money. The tyi)o of 
work performed, long hours, strain, 
demand a decent recompcmse* Vd 
many of oin- Uepresemlat ives make 
much less llian a great many of 
our mem hers. We stand to lose 
some of our good organisers* rmui 
tledieated to I heir work* hut who 
cannot afford to eon I in ue to work 
for the IBKW and siipjvort their 
families at live salaries they are 
making. 

This is not a very emlitalhe situ* 
at ion foi' an orgaTii^^alion tliat has 
members wJio mit among the liest 
fuihl in Amin’ican industry. 

Now speaking of our lief>resema- 
tives. we most riefinilety ru‘ed more 
(d' 1 hrnu "riici'f* are litcniMy hiui' 
drerls i>f thoiisaiids of unorganized 
Hlecirieal Woi'ket'S whhdi we ecudd 
liring into the ll^dvW if we had 
sufTit*ient siafr membru's lo semi out 
on eam[>aigns. 

In recent monllis we have been 


successful in many campaigns. 
However, we lost some too. fn al- 
most every instance wliere an or- 
ganizing eampaign was lost, it was 
beemise wc rlidnh have snfTieienI 
organizers to send in lo (‘Over the 
Job ns it slunild liave been covered. 
Our opponents in some eampaigns 
outmimher<‘d us 10 to 1. 

Thert' ar<* some 100*000 workers 
in the utility field who are not 
affilialed with any union. There is 
40 [H-rcenl of the eonstnidion work 
in till' I'riited States alone rv\ un- 
organ izrsl. Tlu're are more than 
1*000 manufaeturiHg fdanls in 
which the tuap loves belong to no 
iinhm. Thcrt^ are sonu' OH radio 
and TV stations in the tbiitcd 
Hlules with int iijiion alliliatioin 
'Pliore are thousands of telephone 
workers who have tio union pro- 
ti'dion. T!u‘ fKdential for organi- 
zaiimi ill fasPgiowing (’anada is 
limitless. If all the workers in ]Uv 
electrical industry wlu) belong to

Our local unions are doni" a 
L'oo<l job of organizing but they 
need lielt>. lots of it and wc just 
ilon’t have the wherewithnl to pro- 
vide it,

Our local unions also iiocd more 
licl|i lluui they are getting from 
tfie Tnttu’naliunal Office to contlud 
ihcir contract negotintioiis, and to 
tirganize education and training 
pmgranis. They iirnH] filins, ritera' 
lure and sehm)] curricula. 

The Hilvent and rapid growtli of 
automation make training pro- 
grama for our peoide CHsentiab 1'bc 
electronics age in which we live 
can bring mcu'c job opportunities 
for ElccUrieal Workei's than ever 
bi»fore in our history — lull — our 
meinbcrs iiiusl la* ecjitipped Ui per* 
form the jfjbs. Tlie hiteniationiil 
Office would like to train them but 
tack of funds is a serious <Ira whack. 

From this brief Kummiiry of our 
niM*ds, wi» tV4*l sure there are few 
in tlie Brotherhood who will not 
readily agree that tJie Interfiational 
needs more money. 

Now let us review for a tmvment 
S4Uiie other argumenis wliich we 
t\*id prove conclusively that uiir ap- 
peal to our mcml^ers at this tinu' 
is jiLstified.

In order to lie faii\ we will stale 
lhat ihiTe an* a few unions wilh 
low wage rales wimse per ea|Mt;i 
tax is lower than ours, tlu* Lal»orei*s 
for example, whose per capita is 
Go cents, Iml in a snr\u?y made of 
115 unions, some 75 of them had 
per ca|uta payments which ex- 
ceeded ours, some by tmin* than 
monthly. 


Pcreeiilage wise, taking a com- 
IKistie of the lumrly wagi* of our 
iiiemlwrs, the full inemis(» of 20 
cents amoimis to Ifsa thuii one 
itnih of oar hour’s wage, yet (‘ol- 
lectivefy that 20 cents will enable 
us to do a real job for the members 
of our Brotherhood.

111 tile deeiide llm1 IniM ]}nssed siiiee llml dark day, 
vast changes liave omirn'd in the American lahor 
movomeiil. and in laiK>r-nianagemenl niations in 
America. 

The Tnft-llarlley issue stii-rcMl up American ialior 
as a. whole to l!u! Iugh<‘st pitch mu' cminlry has e\ t r 
known. And certainly with the best of good reasons. 
American labor leaders predicted Hurl Td a *hslave 
liil! won hi go i'ar tuwaril weakening tlie trade union 
movejnent. 

Tliere are matiy outside the )a!»or movtaiient, advic 
cates of Taftd lartlcy, ** liighMoAVork laws and 
otlu‘r antidabiir Inlls* wlm will try to point out that 
organized labor lias not luvai injnn‘d by siudi legisla- 
tion passed since 11147. 

irowever it is c<mimonly said that, 'Migurcs do not 
lie.’' Let 's take a look at a few figures. 

Tri the 12 years of tlie Wagner Act under tin* Xew 
Deal, tinion nicnibershrj» soared from :bT2H,()0t) in 
io 14,974,000 in 194(1. Union membershii^ in 
nonagriciiltnnil industries rose from 1*1.4 jiereent to 
34.9 percent — -almost triple. 

Tlien tlie Taft-Harthw law was fuissed by ( *oagress 
in 1947 — when there were abotit 15,444,000 organized 
workers in (he United Statics, In the past 10 years 
tljcrc has been a rise of some 2,000,000 union mem- 
bers while the labor force lias risen about eiglit niib 
lion. And the pereentage <if tirganizefl noiiagricvib 
turn I workers has remained almost si a I ion ary.

By New York Agreement

with real pleasure that I report that 
John A. Quinn is the first DBM Main- 
tenance Tdvisimi memWr to retire on 
a p*msion from the International 
Brotherhood. Riot her Quinn, over his 
many years as a memis'r enifdoyed in 
the maintenance field, has contributed 
to the orguniKing of this division, ile 
assisted In the enrly organization of 
the New York tkoitral maintenance 
emtiloycs and for years served on the 
DRM Division Advisory Board ami 
olfiei’ commitlees. 

Our organizing committee in the 
manufacturing fivhl was successful in 
organizing th<’ Seaboard Electric 
Cmnpany, manufncl urers of eleclrnnic 
[H|iii|mient. This agreement covers 'iri 
new members of our union and pro- 
vides a 12bj-ceat per houi- iriereiiHi* 
for the first year of the collective bar- 
gaining agreemi’Til ami h ID-cent im 
hour wage increase for the sccnml 
year, in addition to many other fav- 
orable conditions of employmeni 
W'hich, up to this time, these workers 
and members have not been able lo 
enjoy* 

The organizing committee was also 
successful in oigauizing the Radio 
Cosmic Company after an intensified 
two-mohtb organizing drive by thi’ 
members of oiii' Fix hi re Division. The 
TH‘W contract, signed at ihe local uni on 
headquartej's last week, covers ifil em- 
I do yes now members of Local Union 
No. 8 engaged in the manufacturing 
and wiring of radio condensers. 

The two-year contract provides foi 
a Ih-cent an hour wage incrcnise foi 
the fu*sl year, ?-cents an hour for tlu* 
second year, and 4 percent paymmit hy 
the employer into thc‘ pension fund to 
insure pension, liospitalization, sur- 
gery, dental care and other lJ^mefitH 
to our members. 

In addition lo these l>enefits, they 
will enjoy three iidditional holidays 
with pay and three additional vacn- 
tUm days with pay. 

Unfmtuimtr*ly* there are still em- 
ployers who do not have any conahl- 
e rat ion for svorkers oi’ trade unions. 
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Hecenllj? oiw of our liunint'as 
seiUativ«*s comt» across such an i*m- 
I»loyer who had employes workiiiK for 
as longf as tG years iweivin^ low 
wafjes and working- uiidei- very jioor 
conditions. 

After an intensive org-ani^ing drive 
conducted by the niemhers of our Fix- 
ture Division, and aft€*r conduct insr a 
stj-rke which tasted three weeks, the 
organizing- committee was successful 
in negotiating a collective bargiiining 
agreement which provides for two lU- 
eent per hour wage increases, eight 
holidays with pay, liberat vacation al- 
lowance and 4 percent pension pay- 
ment, which will insure pensions, hos- 
pital biineflts, surgical benetUs ami 
dental cai'e. 

Our members employed at the Tien 
Plastics Comtmny, the Xoma Light 
and Men atone Companies, vv^ere suc- 
cessful in negotiating their collective 
bargaining agreement. The outsland- 
IJU? feature of this agreement was a 
l*^.i!-cent an hour wage increase over 
a two-year peHod, The members om- 
ployed by these fiirnis ratified this 
agreement at the local union head- 
quartera on April 2, 1957. Th(> agree- 
ment covers 85 of our employes en- 
gagcil in the manufacturing of wiring 
devices, 

I am happy to report that our Edu- 
cation Department is making rapid 
progress in establishing laboj- classes 
for our mem berg. Education Director 
Ed Sullivan has been concent rating on 
establishing classes for oui- mem he is 
employed in the highly-eompetitive 
branches of our industry, 

A class in contract an a lysis has 
been established for our members em- 
ployed by the Liwlton MatiufactuHng 
Company, The classes are held every 
Wednesday and our memhei's an? very 
enthusiastically responding to the sub- 
jects offered during the sessions, 

A very inspiring lecture was (ire- 
sen ted by Brother Cornelius Justin, 
labor educator of the memln*rs of the 
P, Division, in which he described the 
early struggle of organized labor. 

Brother Justin has also instructed 
a gi'oup of shop stewards and commit- 
tee men at our local's school building 
each Tuesday night. 

Dr, Barry J, Cammn, Dean Emeri- 
tus of Columbia University, addressed 
a group of our memb<»rs who had 
previous college ti aining at a meeting 
to discuss and wmrk out plans for an 
educational pi'ogram which will affect 
every member of our union employed 
through the Joint Industry Ftourd, 

As a result of negotiations with 
the contractors, an agreement w'as 
reached which would jwrmit such 
member to spend one week at oui^ 
rest home in Southampton, During 
this week our members would attend 
interesting discussions, lectures and 
classes on the most impeutant sub- 
jects facing ti-ade unionists. In ad-

as well as notional topics.

After many weeks of unBuccessful 
negotiation, 850 of our memben* em- 
ployed by the Russell uml Stoll Com- 
pany are now on atrike. The iirhi 
Irary, adamant attitude of the tifbcei*s 
of thLs company left no aliernative to 
the negotiating committee of 18 of 
iiur meinbt‘rs, but to udviiH» a strike. 

On May 8, at a meeting of the 
Hus Bell and Stoll Company memlHUS, 
after thoroughly discussing the situa- 
tion* our members voted U* strike the 
plant. They have been suct'essful in 
ckming the plant down tight. Our 
members are maintaining a cimtinu- 
ouR picket line in front of the stnke- 
hotmri plant and our members whn 


are on strike arc receiving assistance 
from our mernboi*s of our E Swilcli- 
hoard and F Fixture Divisions, 

Continuing our drive to organize 
the unorganized, the Organizing Com- 
mit lee was successful in signing a 
collective bargaining ugreement with 
the Gi'cen Electric Company. The con- 
tract provides for a 10 cents an hour 
wage increase, 8 holidays with pay. 
4 percent payment for benefits under 
our pt^msion and benefit plan. 

After a one- week strike* the organ- 
izing cominitlee was also successful 
in signing an agreement with the 
Ij^-hrnan Company and this first agree- 
ment provides a 25 cents an hour 
wage Increase over a period of 18 
months, 4 percent payment into the 
pension fund* 2 additional holidays 
with pay, and other favonibie condi- 
tions of employment.

These men were put into a seiiarate 
group known as the residential union. 
Then' are approximatedy loO members 
of this class! A cat ion. 

In a separate agreement covering 
residential wiring only, \cas incluiied 
all resiilential wiling, repair or main* 
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tuna lice of new or old, single or two- 
family dwellingti only. Apartments 
and housing pi'ojocts are covci'ed 
under our regular agreement and 
must be paid regular constiuctiLm 
rates. 

The rate of pay foi- the residential 
wirenien is l‘i cents per hour under 
our regular construction rate. Thei’c 
will be an 11 cents per hour increase 
June H»riT, and an additional 9 
cents per hour Noveml>er I, in 

both construction and residential wir- 
ing, thus holding to the 15 cents per 
hour differences mentioned above. 

Since this agreement has been in 
effect, we have been highly successful 
in conti'olHng the residtmtial work in 
our jurisdiction. We have not been 
bothered too greatly by non-union con- 
tractors moving into our commercial 
or industrial work either. 

In controlling this house-wiring 
field, we have managed to obtain many 
thousands of hours work for union 
labor, and one can easily see the vast 
potential there is in this field. 

Several times in the past the small 
work has been the bread and butter 
of the union electrician. Therefore, 
in these days of large construction 
projects, let us not lose sight of this 
fact but control the small work tor>. 
Someday we will again be very thank- 
ful we did. 

I know that throughout the country 
other locals are or have been plagued 
by Just the same situation. 1 think 
that Local 41 has met and overcome 
with satisfaction, this great peril to 
ciectiical construction. 1 hope this 
will ludp those who are facing such 
a problem. If any further infoJ'ma- 
tion is needed we will be only too 
glad to lend a helping hand.

The school is designed to instruct 
traffic personnel on the installation 
and maintenance of Eagle Equipment. 

Springfield's Mayor Nelson 0. 
Howarth, ’with the approval of the 
City Council, has appointed our local 
union Piesident W. P. Soldwedel to 
the Public Building Commission of 
this city. 

W. E. Smith, general foreman for 
the C.W.L. and P. has designed and 
helped build a mechanical device for 
strii>ping the lead sheath fiom old 
cable. The lead which can be sal- 
vaged at the rate of a ton a day with 
"Smitty's Stripper” is used by the 
water department to caulk water 
main joints. 

Ail major jobs were shut down here 
for about six weeks due to a sti ike by 
one of the other crafts, and we’re 
presently in the transition period with 
work picking up rather slowly. How- 
ever, by the time this appears In the 
JoiiRNAL work should be plentiful, at 
least for our own men in the territory. 

Prior to the strike, work had been 
pretty steady all winter, with a two- 
million-dollar job by L. E. Myers pro- 
viding that extra cushion necessary 
to keep everybody working during the 
slack season. 

Myers had a May 15th deadline to 
meet on their job which consisted of 
encircling Springfield with a 69,000 
volt high line, plus a 12,500 volt un- 
derbuild. Tn addition they had four 
sub-stations to build, and a number 
of primary cable feeders to insta!) in 
the uptown area. Consequently they 
had upwards of a hundred men em- 
ployed for most of the job, and de- 
spite extremely adverse weather con- 
ditions, made their deadline except 
for checking out and cleaning up. 

The job was done for the City 
Water, Light, and Power Department, 
whose existing lines had been taxed 
to their utmost the past two summers 
due to the tremendous increase in air- 
conditioning. 

The semi-annual Illinois State Con- 
ference of the l.B.E.W. was held here 
at the Lei and Hotel on April 5 th and 
6th, and the following weekend, rep- 
resentatives from all the building and 
construction trades throughout the 
state met at the Abe Lincoln Hotel 
for their state conference. 

Much of the time at both gatheidngs 
was <le voted to discussing two anti- 
labor bills then on the docket of the 
State Legislature. One of the two 
bills, an anti-picket bill has since

proved sick pay, (10) wages — n 
bracket increase of lO-lfi cents per 
hour* These, along with some small 
items and changes, amounted to a 
total of 15.02 cents per hour or an 
increase of 6.58 percejiL This amended 
agreement will be effective for two 
years mth a wage reopening clause 
in 1058, 

Business Manager George Thomas 
stated that he thought this year's 
committee was one of the most effec- 
tive with which he had e%-er worked. 
He called special attention to the as- 
sistance given by International Repre- 
aentative Frank Adams.

L. I . 306. AKUON, OHtO— By the 

time you read this our Chrysler Body 
Ntampin^ Plant wlW K* pi-oducinft. 
Incidentally, this is the tartest boiiy 
slam pi plant in the world* It is 
l.OUO fe^'t wnile hy 1*380 feet long:. 
There are 31 acres under one roof* 
It is built on a 220 acre plot of 
ground and has parking S]mce for 
3,00tt cai^* There are 28 lines of 
stamping presses stamping out ap- 
prox i mat el y 3(J0 dilFerent kinds of 
stampings to he used in Chrysler 
plants in Michigan, liutiana* Cu!i- 
fornia and Dela\varc, f'ive of the 
largest presaus weigh welt over (UHi 


tons apiece and have a stamping force 
of 1,800 tons. There are a total of 
2dti presses, the majority of which 
w'eight 300 to 450 tons. Their speed 
ranges from betw'een 10 to 30 sti'okes 
per minute. The presses are fed by 
the most advanced tyf>e of matertal, 
bundling devices ami the component 
fiarts such as doors* trunk lids, floor 
pans an ft windshield frames, are 
welded by automatic wielding equip- 
ment* This huge oiwration entails a 
daily incoming volume of 2,000 tons 
of steel. That is enough steel to hll 
40 railroad gondolas or about 80 
trucks. 

Thi^ presses will turn out finishefl 
pari*s wreighing ul>out 1,200 tons, 
enougli to fill HH) boxcars* From this 
tJurre will be 800 tons of trim metal 
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which will be automatical )y balled 
and ^hipf>ed out of the* plant in 17 
^ndolaa. At peak operation the plant 
will emidoy S«50t> Twnple with a 
monthly payroll of approximately 
$1,500,000. Incidentally, there are 
about 430 Chrysler dealers in the 
state of Ohio wHth a total investment 
of close to $40 million dollars and an 
employment of ai-ound 0,00(1 people. 

The state of Ohio supplies a frii-nter 
variety a ml volumi^ of automotive 
components than any other state in 
the union nexl to Michipfaii. 

Chrysler hiiys parts fmm about 
1,300 firms in the state of Ohio, Thtue 
are about 100 Chrysler suppliers in 
Summit and Cuyahoj^^a counties. At 
this writinif they uii* excavatlnis: on 
the General Motors job. It will be 
some time before any eonaiderable 
number of electricians me needcfL

■ Right-to-Work" Seen as 
Blow to Whole Communitv

In our struggle against "'Right to 
Work” legislation, are we putting 
enough emphasis on the eU'ect to the 
community as a whole? 

I am inclined to think not* We 
argue from a partisan ptisiUon which 
Lends to alienate our grciup frmn other 
Linoi'ganized groups* Al.^o, we must 
avoid being drawn into endless^ un- 
resolvable, moralistic debates on in- 
dividual liberty* It seems to me that 
a short, simple, realistic approach 
would clarify the real i.ssues for the 
great mass people who may become 
bored or bogged doAvn in [jhilosophical 
aigumentation* 

I would put our case in tlu‘ form of 
three {■!) simple questions. The hi-n- 
est answers to these cjuestlons would 
be a gof>d deal easier to defend for 
the average thinker* and, taken as a 
whole, would constitute a firm posi- 
tion in opposition to the “Right-to- 
Work” legi*slatioii movement. 

1. Has the union movement tended 
to improve or retajd the economic 
standards of the community as a 
whole ? 

Can anyone argue that it has not 
been an inlluence in raising the living 
standards of other millions of work- 
ers as well as its own rnembera? 

2. Will “Right- to- Work” laws have 
the effect of disrupting, and probably 
destroying, the union tu'ganization 
and bargaining strength ? 

Can anyone deny that this will be 
the final outcome, as it is now the 
intention of the proponents of “Right- 
to- Work” laws? 


3* Is not the conclusion obvious, 
then, that the end effect of “Right-to- 
Woi'k” was largely go’rerned by the 
whim or desire of the boss, and moje 
important, when the living standards 
of the community at large remained 
relatively stutic for generations.

A new development in the Pratt 
and Whitney area, the development 
of a multi-million dollar, l*SdO-acre 
industrial district near a 12-iiiiilion 
dollar W and W* jet engine plant, has 
just been announced. Spokesmen said 
that more than 75 manufaeturera sup- 
plying Pralt and Whitney with parts 
and materials arc planning to locate 
in this tract which will be known as 
the iVilm Beach Industrial District, 
The district embraces potential loca- 
tions for liOO plants. Just this week 
the contj'act was let for the main 
building construction for the Pratt 
and Whitney jet engine plant- The 
award has betm made to the HeniT C* 
Beck Company, Atlanta* CSeorgla, 
Work on this building will begin at 
once.

Former members of Local and JiO, 
will be interestvfl to know the old 
Labor Temple has given way to mod- 
ernization. The old temple at Eighth 
and Eye streets, built 47 years ago, 
has been torn down to make way for 
a new bank. The only survivor of the 
cornersloue laying ceremony, is Fred 
Kayo, former president of Local :ilL 
All of our members are working at 
present, and we are a.ssured of a gmid 
summer. Although we had vvry little 
winter weather in Sacramento this 
year, we had a large portion of our 
members on the bench thanks to the 
hard money they talk about* 

.Most uf our members right now are 
talking about the big quiz show that 
started in Portland, Oregon. Some of 
the comments expressed are rather 
interesting. 1 believe we are all proud 
that the officers of the I.B.E.W* are 
not playing the leading pari in this 
quiz show. As the story unfolds via 
press, radio and television, one ran 
not help but note the vast difference 
of organization, by comparing the 
l.BJC.W, with other unions* I often 
wonder what Samuel Gompers would 
say were he alive today. 

When the final history of unions Is 
wintten, I believe the mime of Scott 
Milne will go down among the great 
names m labor* Scott ha<l that rare 
gift of humbleness that marks a man 
as big. With Scott you had the feel- 
ing the TnternatioTial wxis an Integral 
part of your union and not something 
distant and withdrawn. He had cour- 
age and firmly believed in justice and 
fair play. I believe 1 admired him 
most for his counige in stating his 
belief in God. His devotion was sin- 
cere and it manifested itself in his 
dealings with others* 

’There are time.*; when it i.s nice to 
think of the past, and many times 1 
find myself thinking of the A* F, of L. 
as it was before the last war. The 
A. of L. was then compimi’d of 
building trades cniftsmen* Every 
member was a skilled mechanic and 
proud of it* Members not only took 
pride in the work they accomplished* 
but in the fact they gave a full day's 
work for a day's pay* They were 
members by choice and the local 


meetings were an event not to be 
missed. In spite of the bad pubUcity 
organized labor is receiving today, no 
man need be ashamed of his uuIoil 
The shame should he reserved for 
those members who refuse to take 
part in their union and who allow a 
.small minority to besmirch the honest 
name of labor. 

Referring again to the old Sacra- 
mentci t*,ahor Temple which was torn 
down last month, when the corner- 
stone vva^ upeiiL-d, among other ar- 
ticles w-as a constitution of thi* 
I-B.E.W. organized in Si. Louis, Mis- 
souri November 2Sth, 1B91. There 
waa also an agreement between 
I.R.E.W. Local Bfl, and the Pacific Gas 
and Electric Co. This agreement to 
cover the period from June I, HHO to 
November 30th, 1011. It called for 
the following ^vage, conditions and 
terns of employment! 

“Foreman in charge of more than 
three men, not to receive less than 
five dollars per day. All other fore- 
man 14,75* Apprentice, ?3*00 per 
day. Classifications covered trouble 
men, patrolmen, underground men. 
joiners and splicers. For lamp trim- 
mers in the Sacramento area, $95,nfi 
per month — company to furnish 
horse and wagon.” 

The agreement was signed by John 
S* Wilson, International Office, Thii-d 
District, One of the articles in the 
coniersUme, written 57 years ago, 
could well have been written today.

The results of union lalMU^^s political 
efforts were to elect two friends of 
tabor to the City Council who, along 
with a hold-over from the old coimcil, 
established u three- to- two majority 
favoi-abie to the working people of the 
city. Needless to say we had a stormy 
year immediately following the elec- 
tion* but things have calmed down a 
bit in the past few months. 

The gains made by labor aside from 
having a council which ro presents all 
of the people of Des Moines are 
many. To name but a few* the city 
policemen, fijHunen and other city em- 
ployes hav^e all been given a long- 
overdue wage increase. We now have 
a City Manager who is ntd run by the 
Chamber of Commerce and their satel- 
lite organizations, and one who con- 
ceits plans into projects and gets 
things done. 

Only recently the “majority block," 
by a vote of three to two, passed an 
ordinance that parallels the Davia- 
Bacon Act which provides that pre- 
vailing wage scales recognized by the 
Depart menl of Labor be paid on all 
city work of over $50(L This is a most 
Important factor that permits “union 
contractors" to bid competitively with 
non-union competition for dty jobs, 
and is perhaps the most important 
gain madff as a result of labor^s politi- 
cal actions. 

Our most immediate concern is to 
1 ebuild our COPE Committee to carry 
on in an effort to elect three friends 
of labor next fall. While the city elec- 
tion Is six months away, it is not too 
early to get ready for the fight that 
is sure to come. The “Big Money 
Boys” are not going to take their de- 
feat lying down and it*s a safe bet 
that they will use ever>- means within 
their power to regain control of the 
city government 

While a city manager type of city 
government with council men receiving 
only token salaries is prejudicial to 
democratic representative government, 
because it precludes the ordinary citi- 
zen fiom holiiing public office, it still 
can be matle representative of the 
wishes of the masses, if the people 
support the right candidates. 

No doubt the effectiveness of organ- 
ized labor's political action committee 
in electing its friends to public office 
had a lot to do with the promotion of 
an anti-union bill in the Iowa legis- 
lature, which if enacted into law will 
prevent organized labor's taking ac- 
tive part in politics in future elections. 
The bill has passed the House aiul is 
now up for considerathm by the Sen- 
ate, We are very hopeful that oui' 
(lovernor will veto the bill if and when 
it reaches his desk. 

In any event, eveiy nmmber of oi‘* 
ganized labor has a big job to do be- 
tween now and election day. Labor's 
enemies may “out money us" but they 


can't “out map us” if we all get out 
and work and get our people to the 
polls.

account and .seeing the picture,s of 


the timely article *' Disaster On The 
Joh.'^ 

Our heartfelt prayers and synipa' 
thy go out tn those who have lost 
their loved ones and providers; also 
to those more fortunate who mime* 
ulously escaped death, though in- 
jured. 

Tn my humble opinion, the collapse 
of the four*story partly constructed 
modern builrling in Jackson, Michi- 
gan, \vas not the result of an acci<Umt 
or an Act of God, Such cat as trophies 
do not jusl happen without cause; 
there must lie some human failure 
for such a calamity. 

The average construction worker 
fully realizes the hazards of his oc- 
cupatiotL He knows that his time 
spent on the job retpiires him to per- 
form work that requires skill, nhility 
and mental capacity, regardless of 
height, weal h IT conditions or condi- 
tions over which he has no control. 
Yet the average* ccmstruction worker 
iltMLc take many chances that are not 
required of him* He will construct 
or work from make-shift scaffolds or 
taddei's; he vcjll disregard his knowl- 
edge of saL ty rtapiiremenls and con- 
dUfoas in order to do a fair day's 
Wfirk, Open hatches, shafts and 
stairways not properly enclosed or 
guardecl are a usual hazard on many 
construction job.*^. Why this is so 
d(H*s not make sense; surely such con- 
ditions are not favored by hu,4iness 
representatives, contractors or insur- 
ance companies. 

The tragic result of “Disaster On 
The Job" .sliould open the eyes of all 
stewards and supervisors in the con- 
struction industry, should make all of 


us who are part of the team iU* our 
part to eliminate the pitfalls and 
unsafe conditions under which we 
of times work. 

By the time this article appears in 
the Jm-HNAL, our election will be a 
thing of tin? past. We wi.sh to wish 
all the incoming ofiicers success and 
accomplishment for the common good 
during their terms of office. 

Our not so young and younger 
members arc rapidly filling the places

Mileage Allowances

uLioiia are overi aiul euin|uiitid to some 
of our pa^it results, it seems just like 
Santa Cluus hm come! Our business 
manager, Grover W* Wiley and his 
team have come away from the bar- 
gaining table with something for 
everyone. A two-year contract has 
been signed, with a 15-cent mise 
elfective July I and another l6-cent 
raise efTectivt* Jiinuai*y I, 1958. Mile- 
age allowances have been ahojiahed 
and the jurisdictional urea has been 
marked into three zones. Zone one 
(withiu the city limits) carries the 


base rate, $3.90 (13.15 in January), 
Zone two (within 15 mites of the city 
limits) pays 25 cents per hour more. 
Zone three (beyond 15 miles) pays 
50 cents per hour more. To protect 
our small work, which htia terrific 
non-union competition, jobs running 
less than $15,000 will carry zone one 
rate anywhere in the jurisdiction, 
with the employer furnishing tnins- 
poitation or paying Ui cents per mile 
to a journeyman using his car. The 
apprentices will receive a percentage 
of the journeyman raise, bastui on 
their time in the trade. On top of 
that, the contractors agreed to 5- 
nance the apprenticeship training 
program directly, and have agreed to 
give to the apprentice the seven cents 


per h(*ur that had been previnusiy 
deducted. Together this amounts to 
an average increase for the appren- 
tice of abtiut 15 cents. A very nice 
arrungement. Other benefits of a 
minor nature were also gained, and 
wc think this is une of Oie lie^l con- 
tracts we have ever had. Congratu- 
lations to the negotiators, and thanks 
to the employers \%^ho saw to it that 
we iivould resolve our differences here 
at home. 

Work has been plentiful in the 
Richmond area for some time, with 
quite a few Brothersi from our 
neighboring locals helping us man 
the jobs. 

We want to call to the attention of 
those svho might be touring this 
part of the country during the vaca- 
tion seiison, that %ve are celebrating 
the 35(Hh iLimiversary of the found- 
ing of Jameatown, the fimt perma- 
nent settlement in .America (this 
might come u,s a shcick and a surprise 
to the people of New England). And 
we want to extend to one and all a 
very cordial invitation to vL^it James- 
town and see the magnificent exhibits, 
historical and otherwise, that have 
been prepared. \"ou will find wonder- 
ful aceominodations In restored Wil- 
liamsburg, a I the multi-million dollar 
motel that has been built to help 
handle the tourists. You wouldn't 
believe it.s beauty unless you saw it. 
Heiv is truly the cradle of .America, 
and thfise of us who helped construct 
these attractions take Justifiable 
pride in inviting you for an educa- 
tional and inspiring visit.

Members Commended for 
Aid in Reno Explosion 

L. l \ 1245, SAN FRANCISCO, 

CALIF, — It has been some time since 
we had an item in the Journal so 
here goes from sunny California, Ne- 
gotiations are the main activity of 
Local Union l24o as Sierra Pacific 
Power in Nevada and Pacific Gas 
and Electric in Calif ozTi la ai^e open 
for contract and wage bargaining. 

Sierra Pacific had a rough job in 
connection with the explosion and fire 
which did considerable damage in the 
downtown area of Reno, One of our 
members, Brother Orvulle Owen, gas 
sei’vicemauj was ci'editod with saving 
a number of lives by his quick think- 
ing and action in warning people to 
leave the scene of the explosion. Our 
members were commended by Sierra’s 
President Frank A. Tracy for their 
liard work and fine public service 
job on the I'csultant mass of gas 
service calls. 

We have been active on behalf of 
the “partnership plan’^ on the Trinity 
River Project as recommended by the 
Secretary of the Interior. This would 
provide generally that private po'wer 
would construct and operate the 
powerhouses, paying the government 
for the falling water used in hydro 
generation. This means jobs and job 
protection for our members on P. G, 
and E. Otherwise, public power mu 1 1 
further invade the power business. 
These public power boys conveniently 
forget to sign agreements covering 
utility workers. No one seems to care 
what happens to our contract cover- 
age when they take over. We do and 
we are doing our best to see that 
Coiigress passes legislation to protect 
our interests. 

We are also supporting a bill in the 
California State Legislature which 
would allow municipal utility districts 
to enter into contracts with unions. 
On the Saci'amento Municipal Utili- 


ty IH-strict M here we have long repre- 
sented the majority of the \vorkers 
without a contract, the State, CouTity 
and Municipal Workers, .4FI.-CTO are 
raiding us. We’d like to take them 
on in an election, but again there is 
no legal machinery to do so. 

The California “Right-to- Wreck” 
machinery is being set up. Too smart 
to try to peddle the old ”Kight-to- 
Work” phrase, they call themselves 
the “Committee For Voluntary 
Unionism,” With California’s non- 
agricultural work force only about 
half organised, and about a thousand 
neM- people moving in each day in 
this State, we \vill have to mobilize 
all possible public support in order 
to fight the move for such evil legis- 
lation. If the lawyers who draft such 
bills refused to join or didn’t pay 
dues to their “union,” the Bar As- 
sociation, they would soon “enjoy” 
the right to look for another job. Talk 
about a “closed shop," tliey have the 
tightest one ! knoM' of. 

We sadly report another fatality. 
Brother Walter Siemon, lineman, of 
Red Bluff was electrocuted Avhen a 
00 KV line contacted him liue to 
an accident while stringing 12 KV 
under the hot CO. Heavy Foreman 
Robert Bayless was, at this writing, 
in critical condition as a i*esult of 
the same accident. Safety and proper 
job planning M'ouid have, we believe, 
prevented this tragic accident. Our 
sym]>athies go to the families of these 
men. 

Our two- week strike at Citizens 
Utilities (first in our local union’s 
history) was successful and our tele- 
phone members are hai'd at M-ork Muth 
higher pay. 

Business Representative Fred Lucas 
has gone into the photogi^aphy 
business after a fine job in our local 
union. Jack Wilson of Needles, Cali- 
fornia (the hottest spot in the LT. S,) 
joins our staff to replace Fred.

Sees Danger of Federal 
"Right-to-Work" Law

these ilays when unions arc suffering 
a silent degradation by Federal in- 
vestigations that may be true or un- 
true, we hear and read veiy unfa- 
vorable statements against Iradf' 
unions. The campaigns on the subject 
“Right-to-Work laws” are becoming 
stronger and more effective than ever 


bcfoie* and the mice tmlikely threat 
of Federal ruling on “RighUlo-Work” 
laws against union shops may be- 
come a r(udily. 

In bargaining collectively for higher 
wages, shorter hours and bcUei‘ work- 
ing conditions, the union shop which 
is united has by a far a greater ad- 
vantage, than a shop comprised of 
both unions and non-union workers. 
Then too you eliminate the non-union 
members from riding on the union 
man's coat tails without .sharing in 
any of the responsibilities. 

Another statement read and heard 
IS that shops that are union ize<l must 
pay union dues and what do they re- 
ceive in return for their dues? 
Rather than make a lengthy list of 
what is received in return, let me 
point out just one reason why it is 
better to pay ilues to a union rngan- 
ization than to the company itself, be- 
cause as you probably know you 
would pay the comjmiiy ilues and I 
might add a very heavy tlues. I dare- 
say that without a union your wage 
would be approximately 20 cents an 
hour ic.ss tluin you already earn. By 
means of simple arithmetic you 
would he paying dues to the company 
that employs you to the tune of $1^2 
a numth and hidievc me the employes 
would reap no harvest at all from thi.s 
setup. 

It has been pointed out to me many 
times about certain companies who 
liave no unions and yei receive high- 
ei‘ wages, moie himetUs and better 
working eomlilions. It is unroitunate 
for the workeis in these Unittnl 
States that there are sr> few com- 
panies like til I'm, for then we would 
never have had to organize in the 
lirst place to comlmt the evil pracljces 
forced upon the working man tn years 
gone by, and uvo. Ktiil being prac- 
tical In remote places where there 
are mi unions.
